“UKE” PLAYING © 
STUDENT SHOT 
BY POLICEMAN 


Daniel Wharton, 22, a student at the 
Chicago Technical college, was shot 
and seriously wounded early this 
morning when a policeman ordered 
him to stop playing a ukelele in front 
of his rooming house at 6236 Univer- 
sity avenue. He was taken to Wash- 
ingten Park hospital with a bullet in 
the right thigh and another in the 
right side. 

The shooting was done by Police- 
man Thomas Prendergast of the Ken- 
sington station. Prendergast, who 
lives at 5925 South La Salle street, was 
through work and on his way home. 
When he reached the University ave- 
nue address he saw two youths sitting 
on the steps, one playing a ukelele and 
the other singing. According to his 
story he asked. them what they were 
doing there. They told him it was 
none of his business and made a move 
to attack him. Then, he said, he fired 
five times into the ground to scare 
them, and two of the bullets ricochet- 
ed and struck Wharton.

The reason for Mr. Rockefeller’s 
demand is the revelation of Col. Stew- 
art’s participation in the Continental 
Trading company's deals which in 
turn were involved with the Teapot 
Dome scandal. 
Rockefeller withheld the votes of his 
shares when Col. Stewart was re- 
elected to the head of the big oil 
corporation on March 1. Later Col. 
Stewart's testimony before the senate 
committee last month was in appar- 
ent conflict with his earlier state- 


ments. 
Will Refuse to Quit. 

Col. Stewart, who is er route to. 
night from New York to Chicago, is 
understood to be of a mind to refuse 
to quit. 

Mr. Rockefeller gave out a state 
ment today in which he quoted a let- 
ter of April 27 addressed by him to 
Col. Stewart formally asking for the 
chairman’s resignation. In this letter 
he said he had “ lost confidence in Col, 
Stewart's leadership.“ 

Mr. Rocketeller's statement was.is- 


sued this afternoon after he had con- 
ferred here with Col. Stewart. Friends 


of Col. Stewart said after he had de- 
parted for Chicago that they did not 
believe he would quit under fire. 
Rockefeller Statement.
